Of this, 

That the Sacrament of the Lords Supper doth 
truly and really exhibit to the worthy Recez- 
ver, the Body and Blood of Chriſt, with all 
the benefits of his Death and Paſſion. 


Or it is here, asitis ina Leaſe. A Lord 

of a Mannor, makes Seals, and delivers 
a Leaſe of aFarm to a Tenant, containing 
two, or three hundred Acres of Land, but- 
ting, and bordering thus, and thus, upon 


condition that the T enant ſhall pay him ſuch 


a Fine, and {o mych yearly Rent. Fs 
2 ai The 


Plain Expreſſions 
The Tenant receives the Leaſe, and ha- 
ving it in his hand, Thews it to his friend, 


and tells him that he hath for two hundred + 


pounds a Year three handred Acres of Land. 

The Parchment, Jnk, and Wax of the 
Leaſe, have not the very Acres of Ground, 
nor 1 rees, nor other appurtenances there- 
unto belonging, being, and growing there- 
ia, and yet by vertue of that Parchment, 
Ink, and Wax made a Leale and ſealed, and 
delivered by the Landlord, the Tenant will 
poſſes them all. 


I demand then how it cometh to paſs, that | 


this piece of Parchment, and this Ink, and 
Wax thus made a Leaſe, and-thus ſealed 
and delivered, hath power to convey re- 


ally, and actually this ground, with its ap- 


purtenances to this Tenant? 

To which the Anſwer is, that the power 
it hath to perform this, cometh not from 
the Parchment, Ink, and Wax, but from the 
legal power, and authority of the Law-gi- 
ver, who did decree, and ordam, that a 
Deed conceived in ſuch, and ſuch form of 
words, and thus ſealed and delivered,ſhould 
be effeftual, and powerful to give a Tenant 
real poſſeſſion of ſuch Lands, and all the ap- 
purtenances thereof. 

And juſt ſo is it in the Sacrament, for by 
it Chriſt doth 'give us his very Body, and 
Blood, his Merits, and his Righteouſneſs ; 
by it he paſſeth over unto us a Deed of all 
the joys of Heaven ; he Seals unto us a par- 


dou of all our fins, and of all the Puniſh- 


ments 
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ments belonging unto them, but upon this 
condition ſtill, that we do truly pay unto 
him his Rent; to wit, true Repentance for 
all our ſins, true Charity towards our Neigh- 
bours; true Faith in his Blood ; and a new, 
and ſincere obedience to his Commandments. 


So that when we recelve this Sacrament 


after this manner, we may ſay. Here have 
I the Body, and Blood of Chriſt my Saviour, 
here haye I Remiſſjon of all my ſins ; and the 
Kingdom of Heaven paſſed over unto me. 


And yet that bit of Bread, which I have 


eaten, hath not the Kingdom of Heaven ly- 
Ing in it, nor the Body of Chriſt moulded 
up 4n it, or converted into 1t z neither hath 
the Wine, which I have drunken, the Blood 
of Chriſt within it, or is converted into it: 


Whence then have they this power ? In their 
own nature they have it not ,, whence then cau 
they convey all this to me ?

Thirdly, when the Veſſel is wide open. 
For though the mouth of a Veſſel be open, 
yet if it be not wide open, it doth not fill 
ſo readily. Take a Bottle, or narrow- 
mouth*'d Glaſs, and dowſe it under the Wa- 
ter, yet it may be pulled up again, with 
little, or no Water 1n it, though it be of 
great capacity, becauſe the narrowneſs of 
the mouth hinders the ready and quick paſ- 
ſage of the Water into it : Whereas a wide- 
mouth*d Veſſel, as a Pail, or Bucket, is no 
ſooner under . Water, - but it '1s inſtantly fil- 
led, becauſe the mouth of. the Veſſel is wide, 
open and broad. And juſt ſo it is in the 
Sacrament, if we deſire a liberal largeneſs 
of God's Mercy, and Chriſt's Merits, we

that they have repented fufficiently for them, 
and have done as much as God requireth at 
their hands. 

They do with their ſins when they come 
to Receive, as Abraham did with his Ser- 
vants, when he went to ſacrifice 1ſaac, Ger. 
22.5- for as he then ſaid to his young Men, 
abide you here with the Aſs, and I, and the 
Lad, will go yonder, and worſhip, and come 

fect to their 
ſins, and luſts : ſtand you awhile aſide, for 
I muſt go to the Sacrament, and reecive the 
Communion, do but ſtand by a while, and 
when the Sacrament is over, or at the fur- 
theſt, when the Sacrament day 1s over, 1 
will come to you again. Or they do as the 
Serpent 1s ſaid todo; who when he goes to 
Drink, firſt vemits up all his poyfon, but 
aſſoon as he comes back again, he licks, and 
ſucks 1t up all again, and is as venonious as 
ever he was before. 

And in particular wth their uncharita- 
bleneſs they deal juft as Themiftecles , and 
Ariſtides are reported to have done with 


theirs, for when they went Ambaſſadors, / 


or to lead an Army together, they uſed to 


| ar down their mutual hatred in the borders 
O 


their Country, and left their enmity be- 
hind 
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hind them there, till they came home again, 
bur then they reſumed it, and were as dead- 
ly Enemies, as ever they were before. 


So theſe Men, when they go to the Com- 
munion, they can be content to leave their 
hatred and malice at home, or perchance at 
the Church-daor, but when they come out, 
or not long after, with the Serpent they re- 
ſume their poyſon again, and with Themi- 
ftocles and Ariſtides, their Hatred, Malice, 


and delire of revenge. 


But this is but meer mockery, and ſuch 
muſt know, that God will not be thus mock- 
ed: Gal. 6. 5. For there can be no true 
Repentance, where there 1s not at leaſt an 
hearty deſire, a full purpoſe, and a ſincere, 
and earneſt endeavour to leave thoſe fins,
